Suspensions ; 

^dar  Raplds-Iowa  City  (September  5).  Through  April  30,  1964,  action  reduces  the  percentage  of  total 
member  milk  of  a  cooperative  which  must  be  received  at  pool  distributing  plants  if  the  receipts  at 
the  cooperative  standby  plant  are  to  be  pooled.  Action  also  permits  unlimited  diversion  for  the 
same  period. 

Central  Arlz£na  (September  1).  Suspension  eliminates  the  minus  elght-cent  supply-demand  adjustment 
of  the  Class  I  price  for  September  1963. 

ItooxviHe  (September  1).  Action  deletes  the  10-day  limit  on  diversions  of  producer  milk  in  each 
of  the  months  of  September  1963  through  February  1964. 

Northern  Louisiana  (September  1).  Action  continues,  for  September  and  October  1963,  the  present 

~  Class  I  price  (the  basic  formula  price  for  the  preceding  month  plus  $2.27). 

North  Texa£  (September  1).  Action  eliminates  a  four-cent  downward  supply-demand  adjustment  to  the 
Class  I  milk  price  for  September  1963.  Since  the  Austin-Uaco,  Central  West  Texas,  Corpus  Christ!, 
Lubbock-Plalnvlew,  and  San  Antonio  Class  I  prices  are  tied  to  the  North  Texas  Class  I  price,  the 
price  adjustment  would  also  be  affected  in  these  markets. 

Ozarks  (September  1).  Action  suspends  the  limit  on  diversion  of  producer  milk  and  the  supply  plant 
shipping  requirements  for  the  month  of  September  1963. 

Termination ; 

Central  West  Texas  (September  17).  Action  terminates  the  base-excess  plan. 
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FEDERAL  MILK  ORDER  MARKET  STATISTICS 


Highlights 
September  1963 


Class  I  sales.  Total  Class  I  sales  (Gross  Class  I),  in-and-out  of  defined  marketing  areas  by  handlers 
regulated  under  80  Federal  milk  orders  were  2.7  billion  pounds  in  September,  3.7  percent  above  such 
sales  a  year  ago.  (See  table  4). 

Producer  deliveries.  Milk  delivered  by  173,701  producers  in  the  80  markets  totaled  4  billion  pounds 
this  month.  This  was  an  0.8  percent  increase  in  deliveries,  although  10,403  fewer  producers  made 
deliveries  to  handlers  in  these  same  markets  than  in  September  a  year  ago.  Deliveries  were  up  in 
54  markets.  Daily  deliveries  averaged  774  pounds  per  producer,  an  increase  of  7  percent  over  deliveries 
per  producer  in  September  1962.  Number  of  producers,  daily  deliveries  per  producer,  and  the  average 
butterfat  percentage  of  milk  deliveries,  by  markets,  are  reported  on  table  3. 

Producer  deliveries  used  in  Class  I.  The  volume  of  producer  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  totaled  2.7  bil¬ 
lion  pounds,  an  Increase  of  3.8  percent  over  Class  I  use  in  September  1962.  The  Class  I  utilization 
percentage  in  the  80  markets  was  68  percent,  two  percentage  points  above  that  of  a  year  ago.  Utiliza¬ 
tion  percentages  were  up  in  46  markets,  unchanged  in  9  markets,  and  lower  in  the  remaining  25  markets. 
(See  table  4). 

Minimum  prices.  The  weighted  average  of  minimum  Class  I  prices  paid  by  handlers  in  the  80  markets  for 
3.5  percent  milk  was  $4.94  per  hundredweight,  five  cents  higher  than  the  $4.89  per  hundredweight  price 
in  September  1962.  Minimum  Class  I  prices  for  September  were  higher  in  70  markets,  unchanged  in  5,  and 
lower  in  the  remaining  5  markets. 

The  weighted  average  minimum  blend  price  paid  to  producers  in  the  80  markets  for  3.5  percent  milk  was 
$4,42  per  hundredweight,  11  cents  higher  than  the  September  1962  blend  price  of  $4.31.  Minimum  blend 
prices  to  producers  were  higher  in  64  markets,  unchanged  in  1,  and  lower  in  the  remaining  15  markets. 
Class  prices,  blend  prices,  and  their  associated  butterfat  differentials,  by  markets,  are  reported 
on  table  1. 

Whole  milk  sales.  Total  in-area  sales  of  whole  milk  in  September  for  73  marketing  areas  are  estimated 
to  be  about  1.7  billion  pounds,  2.7  percent  above  such  sales  in  September  of  last  year.  Complete 
August  in-area  sales  data  for  total  fluid  items,  and  for  the  four  major  fluid  product  groupings  (whole 
milk,  skim  milk  items,  mixtures,  and  cream)  are  reported  on  table  6,

Mlnlmign  prices.  The  weighted  average  Class  I  and  blend  prices  for  the  January-September  period  for  the 
80  markets  was  $4.71  per  hundredweight,  three  cents  lower  than  the  $4,74  price  in  1962.  The  1963 
weighted  average  blend  price  in  these  markets  was  $4.06,  the  same  average  blend  price  reported  for  this 
period  in  1962.  (See  table  2). 

Producer  deliveries  and  deliveries  used  in  Class  I.  Milk  deliveries  and  deliveries  used  in  Class  I  are 
reported  for  individual  markets  on  table  5.  The  80-market  total  shows,  for  the  first  9  months  of  this 
year  compared  to  the  same  period  in  1962,  an  increase  of  2.2  percent  in  producer  receipts  and  3.3  per¬ 
cent  in  such  receipts  used  in  Class  I.  A  further  breakdown  of  the  80-market  and  all-market  totals  are 
summarized  in  the  three-market  groupings  below;
